TOR recently updated a pdf 
exploit. It's all a game of cat and 
mouse: the TOR project always must 
stay one step ahead of the NS A, the 
FBI intimidators , CIA, and all those 
other three-letter groups intent on 
prying into your life . 

And how else can we know what they 
know until one of us on the deep web 
goes down? When someone takes a hit 
from the government, they keep their 
methods secret, so its up to others 
to discover how they did it, and to 
close the gap . 

Maintaining security in our current 
stage of technological evolution is 
essential to protect those who are 
oppressed by their government. If 
security can't be maintained, they 
will be fearful to speak out on the 
wrongdoings of their governments . 

For many people around the world, 

TOR and its users are the last line 
of defense against absolute power.

phone transmissions, and metadata. 

I found the metadata article an eye 
opener. I've been aware of it al- 
ready, but never considered how it 
is present in personal documents . 

We are all here to help each other. 
Of course, as a libertarian, you 
don't have to, but what better way 
to learn? Again, I've come a long 
way, and it's because of the people 
who have taken the time to come to 
my aid, when there is no need to, or 
at least from what I see, no appar- 
ent benefit to them. I hope that 
others are helped by writing Liber- 
TORian as I've been helped by com- 
plete strangers in the deep web! 

And I know that many of people out 
in the deep web see things different 
than I do . But I know that there is 
so much that we have in common, and 
have the same desire to protect our 
privacy and individual freedom 
rights (actually, many do NOT care 
about individual liberty, but they 
still care about their privacy) .

We just 
believe that it's up to each indi- 
vidual to make her/his own decisions 
in life, and accept the consequences 
for those decisions .

The DEVOlutionary Oath

Devo, pioneers of music video, and 
experimental concept band from the 
late 1970s and 1980s, subscribe to 
the philosophy of "de-evolution" , or 
societal regression. This theme is 
explored throughout their body of 
music. Part of the band's lore in- 
cludes the "De-evolutionary Oath" , 
also called the "DEVOlutionary Oath. 
The origin of this is a satirical 
thesis, "Trick Rules", by Dr. B.H. 
Shadduck (1924) . The anti-evolution 
writing spoofed Darwin's arbitrary 
rules of evolution . Devo ' s own 
DEVOlutionary Oath is as follows: 

1 . Be like your ancestors or be 
different 

2 . The fittest shall survive yet 
the unfit may live 

3. Lay a million eggs or give 
birth to one 

4 . Wear gaudy colors or avoid 
display 



5. We must repeat! 

The five tenets are sometimes pre- 
sented in a different order. 

Parts of the DEVOlutionary Oath are 
present in the lyrics to their song, 
"Wiggly World" (1979) . 

Notice how these (d) evolution rules 
are themselves of a libertarian na- 
ture! You're at liberty to make one 
of two choices. Devo's song, "Free- 
dom of Choice" (1980) , was about 
being given two specific choices, 
and having to choose between only 
the two given choices, actually lim- 
its one from making a free decision! 
This is beside the point, though. 

Sometimes lines from the Devolution- 
ary oath have tag lines like, "It's 
all the same", or "it doesn't mat- 
ter". Though again, it isn't a dir- 
ect reference to libertarianism, the 
content does sound fitting. So make 
of it what you will. I guess that's 
the most libertarian answer I could 
provide . So I leave you with the 
words of Mark Mothersbaugh, Devo's 
lead singer, at the end of his live 
concert on the "Now It Can Be Told" 
album (1989) : "Be happy or not!

Two chans that have been helpful to 
LiberTORian are OVERCHAN (in Eng- 
lish) and the unrelated UNDERCHAN 
(in Spanish) .

Someone 
there keeps an Overchan overview in 
their custody. They sent a file to 
LiberTORian, which appears to be a 
collection of postings on Overchan 
itself. I will post the description 
found in part 1 here . In future 
issues of LiberTORian, you can read 
the overview files in their entire- 
ty. 

Here 1 s the text of part 1 : 



Hey chums, perhaps you're tired of shitty admins and mods. That's 
probably why you come here . Don ' t like moot? 8chan not your fancy 
either? Some other chan/forum you were using get v& by the US Gov't? 
Masterchan and the off-topic system is amazing, but there are 
alternatives. This not cutting it either? 

WELL THERE IS AN OPTION 4 U! 

It's called overchan. 

Overchan is a distributed set of imageboards that have no global 
moderation . 

Overchan sends threads from one frontend to another via NNTP, like 
Usenet or newsgroups. Overchan runs on the software SRNd (Some Random 
NNTP daemon) . 

> Overchan creates an imageboard styled forum based on NNTP articles in 

> specific groups using static HTML documents, creates thumbnails for 

> posted images. 

Because of the NNTP backend, servers can peer with each other and share 
threads . 

> Every person that runs this software can manually link, sync, or peer 

> with other people to have decentralized and almost censorship free 

> means of communications . 

Each frontend can have its own moderation however. If you don't like one 
frontend' s mods, just go to a different frontend, and you can still 
shitpost on the same threads . 




And now, presenting Underchan! 

Underchan is a Spanish speaking chan 
like Overchan. Because of its name, 
I like to consider it the Spanish 
counterpart to Overchan, except that 
they aren't related. (I just may be 
wrong, of course.) Underchan likes 
to think of themselves as a vintage 
BBS system, as if it were a private 
dial-in line. 

For you newbs to chans , boards are 
divided into different directories, 
each a different topic . Many chans 
follow a structure where each topic 
is assigned a letter or code: for 
example: /a/ for anime, /pol/ for 
politics, /h/ for hacking, etc. 
each topic is in its own subdirec- 
tory. On Underchan, the divisions 
are few: 

o underchan . underchan 
o underchan . confesionario 
o underchan . ethO 
o underchan . oraculo 
o underchan . archivo 

Underchan . underchan is a general 
forum. Mainly the topic is about 
the deep web, privacy, activism and 
hacking and such topics , but people 
are at liberty to discuss almost 
anything that doesn't fit into the 
other categories . People at under- 
chan are as active as those in any 
of the English-speaking boards . 

Those on underchan have shown an 
interest in translating LiberTORian 
into Spanish. It is a slow process 
but those involved already trans- 
lated issue 1 and are working on 
issues 2 and 3. LiberTORian plans 
on hosting the Spanish translations 
on its web site alongside their 
counterparts . 

All told, overchan and underchan 
represent two healthy, tech- savvy 
communities that can provide a lot 
of help and support for explorers 
of the deep web. ( (L) )

When you go to a restaurant and you 
order an entree, the waiter doesn't 
charge you for the whole menu, isn't 
that true? Well, why does the cable 
or satellite company charge you for 
channels you don ' t watch? 

Cable companies and TV channels have 
a lot to gain from forcing the con- 
sumer to bundle their channels into 
packages . First of all , the network 
owners get your money for the chan- 
nel whether or not you watch it. 

The cable and satellite companies 
like it because they receive part of 
the profits from all the channels in 
their bundles . And they LOVE it if 
you enjoy a certain high-package 
channel so much that you upgrade to 
a higher tier just for one channel! 

Some have said that televisin is in 
a new golden age. I totally dis- 
agree. I think that, while there 
are some quality, innovative shows, 
the ratio of good to pathetic pro- 
grams is decreasing. And with the 
rise of NetFlix and the binge-watch- 
ing trend and the online availa- 
bility of everything, TV is doing 
little to even try to remain com- 
petitive . Wouldn ' t television be 
more appealing if you saved money by 
buying only the channels you want? 

TV channels rely on advertising 
revenue, but they also benefit from 
bundling. It's the only way the NBC 
family of channels still exists with 
its dismal numbers . Same for CNN 
and al Jazeera and so on. 

Dish Network, which is the most con- 
sumer friendly TV provider, supports 
changing the law to allow a la carte 
purchasing of channels . (Right now 
it's illegal to offer TV channels a

MEET THE LIBERTARIANS, PART 3: 
CONSTITUTIONAL LIBERALS

Constitutional Conservatives (see 
LiberTORian Issue 5) often to have 
the ability to quote the United 
States Constitution by Article and 
paragraph, the way fundamentalist 
Christians can quote the Bible. A 
Constitutional liberal isn't as 
likely to share this ability, but 
is focused on _applied_ liberty. A 
Constitutional liberal lives his 
life freely and doesn't bother with 
the law itself- until his rights are 
infringed upon. 

There is no stereotype for a Consti- 
tutional liberal , though one often 
thinks of one as young millennials, 
who don ' t subscribe to a religion or 
are atheist, and live life freely. 
But they also can be rugged indi- 
vidualists who make the world a 
better place, and aren't even aware 
they are libertarians- again, until 
someone steps in and tries to limit 
their liberty. 

A prime example is Silicon Valley, 
computer programmers, game design- 
ers , hardware makers , laregly fit 
into this group. They spend their 
lives innovating by just doing what 
they enjoy. But recently, they've 
been hafing frequent run-ins with 
the federal government, which has 
been trying to dictate new and ab- 
srd regulations upon them that make 
their job difficult, impossible, or 
will shut them down due to finan- 
cial burden. 

A prime example of Constitutional 
liberalism at work is Atari corp. 
Founded by liberals Nolan Bushnell 
and Ralph Baer, These two young 
geniuses invented the first mass- 
produced arcade game: *Pong*, and 
had a hit on their hands. With 
their newfound success, they 
employed more programmers , all 
fresh, young, out-of the-box think- 



ing talent. Atari never pictured 
itself a corporation and, because of 
that, never had a rigid structure. 
Employees had casual flexible hours . 
The only ties they were were tie dye 
shirts . They bought a hot tub where 
everyone went to create ideas and 
socialize with their co-workers, 
who were more seen as friends and 
co-eds than fellow employees . They 
also had great teeth. 

You see, one day, a traveling in- 
surance salesman came to them and 
offered to sell dental insurance to 
their employees. This is pre-Obama 
"care", and the plan was so great 
at rates so low that they literally 
are illegal today. Employees were 
free to take time off to take ad- 
vantage of any dental issue they 
needed. And they did. At Atari, 
everyone was treated well , they did 
what they loved to do, they even 
were allowed to enjoy the benefit of 
recreational substances. They were 
so successful that Warner Enter- 
tainment bought them in 1977. Not 
bad for a ragtag band of hippies . 

Many Constitutional liberals 
subscribe to a radical form of eco- 
nomic philosophy known as *Agorism* . 

Agorism is economic anarchism. The 
fundamental philosophy of agorism is 
the belief that libertarian eco- 
nomics should not be achieved via 
statist means . Their definistion of 
"statist means" is extremely rigid, 
for to an agorist, *ANY* government 
at all is a form of statism. To use 
a practical application: an agorist 
will believe in eliminating all 
taxes, but opposes electing poli- 
ticians who will eliminate all taxes 
because elections are run by the 
state, and anything run by the state 
is a form of statism. 

The primary tenet of agorism is the 
concept of _counter-economics_. 
Counter-economics is the idea that 
all trade should be deregulated and 
free to all people . Counter-eco- 
nomics refers to the purchase or 
sale of products regulated or banned

The symbol is black, with the left slope 



by the state. The most obvious ex- 
ample is the buying or sale of drugs 
banned by the government. But the 
concept refers to all buying and 
selling that conforms to the the 
libertarians ' non-aggression princi- 
ple (NAP) . In an extreme form of 
agorism, there would be no restric- 
tions on a person buying a tactical 
nuke, for instance; the only offense 
would be using it to harm others . 
Activist agorists support _economic 
civil disobedience , the converse of 



Cloward & Piven's plan to overwhelm 
the state. The plan is to starve a 
statist government of revenue in an 
_Atlas Shrugged_ style. If you are 
interested in agorism or becoming 
one, visit The Agorism Project at:

This wraps up another edition of 
"Meet the Libertarians" . Look for 
more from this column in future 
issues of LiberTORian. . . or maybe 
not! But probably so. ( (L) ) 
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The Center for Medical Progress has 
released seven videos at the time of 
this writing, and more by the time 
this issue is released. Thanks to 
the TV program, *Dana* on the Blaze 
network. Dana is the only program 
we know of (email LiberTORian if it 
isn't true) that shows excerpts of 
these videos and offers serious dis- 
cussion. David Daleidon is a regu- 
lar on Dana. Daleidon is the man 
behind the Planned Parenthood videos 
(See LiberTORian Issue 7) . When the 
third video was released, Dana asked 
if that was the worst one. He said 
that it does get worse. It was hard 
to imagine , but he was right . Each 
video, except for video 6, was pro- 
gressively more barbaric than the 
last. "Barbaric" was used often in 
the Issue 7 article for lack of an 
appropriate word. Planned Parent- 
hood's evil is behind words. 

Video 7 was released, and it was the 
most horrific yet. The only thing 
sicker are people who become aroused 
while watching them. . . and it's 
apparent that people that sick are 
probably Planned Parenthood employ- 
ees anyway! What is in video 7 
prompted Dana to ask David Daleidon, 
"It can't get worse than this." He 
responded, "Yes it does." Dana then 
asked what do they do in the 12th 
video, eat a baby? (There are 12 
videos in all . ) 

Video 7 continues the discussion of 
Holly O'Donnell, who, as mentioned

While visiting NolanChart.com, I 
came across an article written by 
someone who scored libertarian . The 
article was named, "Do all Liber- 
tarians continue to oppose public 
prayer and Christianity?" I thought 
that was strange, since freedom of 
religion is a tenet of libertarian- 
ism. The article was half -right, 
but the author considered believing 
in the freedom of others to make 
their own decisions- including ones 
that are contrary to Christianity- 
to be wrong. 

But what I found stranger was how 
a number of respondents , who also 
scored as libertarians , were in fact 
opposed to the free exercise of re- 
ligion. The original author, in a 
response, also wrongly stated that 
Catholics don ' t consider Mormons to 
be Christians (a fallacy) .

4) Any "Libertarian" who opposes a 
person ' s First Amendment right to 
pray publicly isn't a liber- 
tarian. If a person is a liber- 
tarian, s/he would treat the right 
to public prayer like they would 
the right to public free speech.

5) Defending a person's right to 
pray in public by a libertarian 
is not an endorsement of the re- 
ligion, or a statement that the 
libertarian condones his/her re- 
ligious beliefs .

WHY DID IMPACT TEAM HACK THE ASHLEY

The above message provides some in- 
sight. Still, I'm unsure of their 
exact motive . They did reveal that 
most of the women's profiles were 
fakes created by the company. That 
is likely to provide a clue. It's 
not up to LiberTORian to provide an 
answer that's false just because we 
don ' t have the answer . But here are 
a few educated guesses , based on the 
content of the letter. 

1) Impact Team was /were members who 
were burned by Ashley Madison ' s 
fraud and deceit. 

2) Impact Team was aware of Ashley 
Madison's deceit and hacked its site 
as a form of online justice. 

3) Impact Team had a member who was 



cheated on, and Ashley Madison en- 
abled it to happen .

Curiously, it asks for *your* e-mail 
address as well as the one in ques- 
tion. It doesn't seem pertinent to 
the database, so perhaps the system 
returns results to the provided 
e-mail address . (LiberTORian never 
tried it out.) The list isn't read- 
able, but searches the database for 
the address in the query. 



ARE PEOPLE WHO USED A FAKE NAME OR 
ID SAFE FROM BEING EXPOSED? 

No . Users had to provide their 
credit card or financial data to 
make payments to Avid Life. Those 
records are very real , searchable , 
and easily traced to their users . 



I DOWNLOADED THE DATABASE FILE. I 
CAN'T OPEN IT. HOW CAN I OPEN IT? 

Excellent question. Many curious 
people downloaded the information 
but have never encountered a .dump 
format file before. 

A guide to opening the files has 
been made available at:

Here's a story about a man named Dan 
who formed a company called GRAVITY 
PAYMENTS. This is a "Before and Af- 
ter" story. 

* BEFORE * 

Dan ' s company provides financial 
services to clients. He employs 120 
people. For some reason, MONEY 
magazine named him, "Entrepreneur of 
the Year". Then in April, he did 
something that took the financial 
world by surprise . 

He determined that the average corp- 
orate salary is $70,000. So he made 
a decision to give everyone who 
works at Gravity Payments , including 
himself (as the CEO) , a pay rate of 
$70,000 per year. 

Dan Price ' s dcision was based on his 
preception of the "unfairness" of 
wage inequality. Surviving the 2008 
Great Recession that continues to 
this day. Gravity Payments weathered 
the hard times without laying off 
any employees . 

The average salary at Gravity Pay- 
ments was $48000 a year; 70% of em- 
ployees will have their wages nearly 
doubled. And Price himself will cut 
his pay drastically. According to 
economists, the average CEO makes 
300 times the pay of the average em- 
ployee . But These figures come from 
economists . So who knows whether or 



not the figure is accurate. 

Of course , there would have to be 
fundamental changes to make this 
work. For one thing. Gravity Pay- 
ments ' wage equality will be phased 
in over three years' time. Second, 
Gravity Payments will henceforth be 
far less profitable . The company ' s 
payroll will account for 70% to 80% 
of its profits . An average company 
spends 10% to 20% of its profit on 
payroll . 

The reaction to Price ' s announcement 
was predictable . He was hailed as a 
champion of equality, a forward 
thinker, more enlightened than the 
heartless, intolerant CEOS of every 
other company. After all, business 
isn't about productivity, so liberal 
thinking goes. It's about providing 
social and economic equality. 

But Dan Price, who is now hailed as 
a hero by academia, the press, the 
elite liberal establishment, and 
"progressive" economists, still con- 
siders this unique business practice 
to be sound economic policy. "This 
is a capitalist solution to a social 
problem. I think it pays for it- 
self." He admits, "There will be 
sacrifices , but once the company ' s 
profit level is back to $2.2 million 
my pay will go back." This is his 
self-described motivation, and he 
also says that the pay grade will 
motivate his employees to succeed. 




DAN PRICE 
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* AFTER * 

Four months have passed since Price 
was hailed as a demi-god by the lib- 
eral establishment. Things have 
turned out as expected for Gravity 
Payments , but the media that lav- 
ished praises upon the company will 
let the story to fade into obscurity 
on their good note , rather than re- 
tract their assessment of Dan Price. 

The employees are becoming disgrunt- 
led and quitting Gravity Payments . 
One ex-employee in particular, named 
Maisey McMaster, worked through 
thick and thin at Gravity Payments . 
She began at a much lower entry-lev- 
el wage. For years she sacrificed 
time with her family, working hard 
instead, until she attained the po- 
sition of Financial Manager. Under 
the new policy, she earns very lit- 
tle more than she already does , but 
she watches unskilled people who 
just began working there get their 
pay increased to what she makes . 

The people are inexperienced, un- 
skilled, and unable to do what she 
does. "He gave raises to people who 
have the least skills," she noted, 
"and the ones who are taking on the 
most didn't get much of a bump!" 

Paying $70000 a year, equal to $34 
per hour, means that Gravity Pay- 
ments will have to raise their 
costs to their clients , which makes 
them unable to be competitive in 
the marketplace. Clients are al- 
ready leaving the company, which 
only increases the percentage of 
profit earmarked for payroll . The 
entire system is unsustainable. 

Gravity Payments ' stockholders see 
a doomed business model and are 
pulling their investments . Who 
would invest in a business that 
doesn ' t make a profit? Paying 
everyone the same amount is revo- 
lutionary to some , but for those 
with common sense , it is an example 
of how *not* to run a business! 

Gravity Payments is on the road to 
folding. But it has other problems 



too . Dan Price has a brother , Lucas 
Price . Lucas is a minority owner in 
the company who is now suing his 
brother. He has made claims that 
he has been denied benefits that are 
part of the policy for his company 
for being a minority owner . He's 
also suing over enacting a policy 
that eliminates the company ' s prof- 
it and willingly sets it on a course 
of destruction. The lawsuit came 
days after the change was announced. 
Gravity Payments is being crushed 
under the gravity of its own self- 
created troubles . 

* The Libertarian View * 

Dan Price is free to run Gravity 
Payments any way he wishes , includ- 
ing in such a way that it regulates 
itself out of the marketplace. The 
company doesn't have a responsi- 
bility to employ its employers . A 
business is not a charity. It is in 
business to sustain itself and pro- 
vide goods or services to people who 
seek them in order to do so . Dan 
Price shouldn ' t be rewarded by the 
government for his incompetence; the 
taxpayers are not a charity, either. 
Gravity Payemnts ' left-wing philo- 
sophy may just garner the esteemed 
title of "too big to fail" from the 
kakistocracy . 

* The minimum wage swindle * 

Dan Price's persistence on providing 
equality was partly based on his 
wish to raise the minimum wage . The 
minimum wage issue is a way the left 
wing (and I include George W. Bush 
in that category) tugs at the heart- 
strings of people who don't under- 
stand economics. However, it is 
first-year rudimentary economics 
that it is detrimental to everyone . 
It is a sad commentary that rela- 
tively few people understand this .

I 
ordinarily blame the individual , but 
no one is libertarian overnight. As 
children, most of use don't know to 
question things we're taught in 




school . 

FACT: only 2% of people earn the 
minimum wage. Most of those people 
receive raises as they become more 
experienced. The minimum wage is 
for people first entering the work 
force for the first time in their 
field, until they gain experience. 

Now, let's apply Gravity Payments' 
model to an entire society. Assume 
that President Obama issued one of 
his famous unconstitutional decrees 
that all people must be paid exactly 
$70000 a year. What would happen? 

Firstly, since people are guaranteed 
their pay regardless of the amount 
of work they do, everyone would do 
as little work as possible. Per- 
formance rates will dramatically 
drop . 

Pay equality now means that the work 
of everyone is considered of equal 
value, whether that person is serv- 
ing burgers or performing brain sur- 
gury. Now who would want to become 
a brain surgeon, when their work 
is considered of no more value than 
a teenager working at McDonalds? No 
one would invest their time and rack 
up government loans to become a 
brain surgeon. What's the point, 
when you earn just as much dropping 
out of school to be a gas station 
attendant? 

By the way, when Obama "care" is 
fully implemented, all doctors and 
specialists ' pay will be determined 
by the gove3rnment, and all doctors 
will be paid the same, regardless of 
the training or skills required.

Not only will the more valued jobs 
become scarce, the lowest-level jobs 
will be the ones in demand! America 
would become a slouch society. It's 
already becoming one, with welfare 
made to look more glamourous than 
work creating an imbalanced system 
where more and more people are liv- 
ing off fewer and fewer taxpayers .

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The page that I type LiberTORian on 
has an 80-column width. When the 
page is divided into two columns, 36 
characters span each column with an 
8-character divider. Those numbers 
are used for me as a guide so that I 
don't exceed the 36-character limit. 
For column 2 , I don ' t have to worry 
about that. I just count 8 spaces 
from the rightmost edge of column 1 
and begin column 2 . All the lines 
below the first are easy to line up.
